Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Report  for  I969. 

The  mid-year  population  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  was  31j320. 

Live  Births  totalled  468  in  1969*  (478  -I968). 

Deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  421 j  237  Males,  184  Remales. 

32.7^  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  Heart  Disease,  and  when  other  diseases  of 
the  circulatory  system  are  included,  this  group  accounted  for  55*5%  tf  all 
deaths.  1&,~1%  were  caused  by  Cancer. 

In  1969  21  persons,  i.e.  18  Males,  3  Females,  died  from  Cancer  of  the 
Lung  or  Bronchus;  an  increase  of  k-Offo  over  the  preceding  year. 

Concentration  on  the  problems  of  infant  mortality  and  morbidity  in  the 
past  has  led  to  an  immense  improvement  in  the  health  of  children  today,  with 
the  control  of  those  infectious  diseases  which  used  to  kill  thousands.  Now  we 
should  be  spending  more  time  on  research  into  the  diseases  which  affect  the 
middle-aged  and  elderly  and  particularly  that  group  cf  illnesses  commonly 
classified  as  Heart  Disease.  In  many  cases  of  chronic  preventable  disease 
the  causes  are  known;  the  difficulty  lies  in  persuading  people  to  act  wisely 
in  the  light  of  that  knowledge.  The  role  of  the  health  educator  here  is  of 
the  greatest  importance  and  every  one  interested  in  the  health  and  welfare  of 
the  community  becomes  an  educator  by  the  example  he  gives  to  others.  It  is 
useless  to  spend  time  teaching  children  about  the  dangers  to  health  of 
cigarette  smoking  when  the  example  of  parents  and  teachers  is  contrary  to 
what  is  being  taught.  People  need  to  be  encouraged  for  their  own  sake  to 
develop  right  attitudes  to  health,  in  addition  to  being  protected  from  the 
worst  consequences  of  their  own  actions. 

Environmental  hazards  arise  through  pollution.  Increasing  attention  is 
being  paid  to  the  long  term  effects  on  health  of  substances  which  are  used 
for  a  specific  and  immediate  benefit,-  e.g.  the  use  in  animal  husbandry  of 
antibiotics  as  grovrth  promoters  in  animal  feeding  s-tuffs.  It  has  been  agreed 
that  antibiotics  needed  for  medical  or  veterinary  use  should  not  be  added  to 
foodstuffs,  as  such  a  practice  might- lead  to  the  development  of  resistant 
organisms.  •  ' 

Certain  chemicals  have  been  used  with  good  effect  for  generations, 
e.g.  Chlorine  in  water  as  an  antibacterial  agent.  More  recently  s-tudies  in 
this  country  have  shown  that,  in  areas  where  fluoride  occurs  naturally  in 
water,  dental  caries  is  less  prevalent  than  in  non-fluoride  areas  and, 
moreover,  the  reduction  in  dental  caries  is  maintained  in  the  adult.  In 
spite  of  overwhelming  evidence  which  has  led  to  a  government  recommendation 
that  local  authorities  should  fluoridate  their  water  supplies,  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  this  measure  has  been  extremely  slow.  The  Dental  Services  at  present 
cost  something  in  excess  of  one  hundred  million  pounds  per  year.  Nevertheless 
recent  surveys  have  shown  that  among  adults  only  had  teeth  free  from 
caries;  30^  ha-d  no  teeth  of  their  own  and  50^  had  untreated  dental  disease. 
There  is  a  vast  amount  of  dental  disease  but  not  the  man  power  to  deal  with 
it.  Fluoridation  remains  the  most  effective  single  measure  in  the  prevention 
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and  control  of  dental  caries. 

Reference  is  made  in  the  report  to  those  diseases  of  animals  which  can 
infect  human  beings.  Intensive  farming  methods  give  rise  to  new  problems 
involving  the  spread  of  infection  among  domestic  animals  and  poultry  and  to 
workers  in  animal  husbandry  or  food  production.  Apart  from  the  risk  of  food 
contamination,  other  problems  of  pollution  arise  from  the  disposal  of  waste 
products  which  often  cause  a  nuisance,  A  nuisance  in  the  public  health  sense 
has  been  defined  as  something  which  interferes  with  the  rights  of  another 
and  is  detrimental  to  health. 

Noise  is  a  nuisance  which  is  becoming  more  difficult  to  live  with. 
Although  it  is  more  of  a  problem  in  highly  urbanised  areas,  noise,  whenever 
it  occurs,  can  have  a  most  disturbing  effect  upon  the  environment.  Public 
Health  Departments  everywhere  are  becoming  increasingly  involved  in  the 
investigation  of  nuisances  caused  by  noise  and  the  measurement  of  noise  to 
determine  acceptable  levels.

The  commonest  causes  of  death  are  foimd  in  the  group  of  diseases  which 
affect  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  55.5?^  of  all  deaths  fall  into  this 
group. 

Cancer  of  the  Inng,  Bronchitis  and  Heart  Disease  are  closely  associated 

with  cigarette  smoking.  About  one-fifth  of  all  the  absences  from  work  due 

to  sickness  in  19^9  was  related  to  this  one ^factor  alone  and  at  least 

in' 1969 

one-seventh  of  all  the  deaths  in  Britain/occurred  before  they  need  because 
of  cigarette  smoking.  Much  chronic  disease  is  preventable  and  epidemiologi¬ 
cal  studies  help  to  identify  the  causal  factors.  Once  they  have  been 
identified  action  can  be  taken  to  overcome  their  harmful  effects;  but 
public  opinion  and  personal  attitudes  need  to  be  re-educated  and  reformed 
and  it  is  this  which  is  most  difficult  to  attain.  In  the  words  of  Mark 
Twain  "Nothing  so  needs  reforming  as  other  people’s  habits". 


(b)  Dg’M_T_MORTALITY 

There  were  8  deaths  of  Infants  during  their  first  year  of  life; 

3  less  than  the  total  of  II  for  I968. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  Rural  District  was  17  per  1,000  Live 
Births,  and  for  England  and  Wales  18  per  1,000  Live  Births.

(c)  MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

In  1969  no  deaths  were  recorded  in  the  District  as  being  due  to  the 
complications  of  Pregnancy,  Childbirth  or  Abortion.

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COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 


Infectious  Diseases  have  been  made  notifiable  in  order  that 
epidemiological  studies  can  be  made  to  find  out  the  source  of  infection, 
its  mode  of  spread,  the  persons  most  at  risk,  the  reservoir  of  the 
disease,  and  how  it  can  be  controlled.

There  was  an  outbreak  of  dysentery  among  the  population  of  a 
Children's  Home  which  was  dealt  with  effectively  and  contained  within  the 
Home.  The  outbreak  demonstrated  the  ease  with  which  infection  can  be 
brought  in  and  spread  amongst  susceptible  persons.  Investigations  were 
undertaken  in  order  to  trace  all  possible  contacts  in  this  incident  and 
similarly  in  all  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Infective  Hepatitis 
notified  action  was  taken  to  ensure  that  no  one  suffering  from  or  in 
contact  with  these  diseases  was  acting  in  any  capacity  as  a  food  handler. 
During  the  year  notifications  were  received  from  the  Port  Health 
Authorities  about  travellers  arriving  in  this  country  from  places  abroad 
where  serious  infectious  disease  was  endemic. 

In  one  instance,  a  number  of  people  coming  into  the  area  had  to  be 
kept  under  surveillance,  until  the  incubation  period  for  the  particular 
disease.  Smallpox,  was  safely  over.  This  incident  high  lighted  the  need 
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for  all  children  to  be  vaccinated  against  Smallpox  in  infancy. 

Another  incident  concerned  the  risk  of  Typhoid  occurring  unknowingly 
in  persons  who  might  have  been  in  contact  with  cases  diagnosed  abroadj 
and  yet  another  example  was  that  of  a  seaman  who  came  into  the  area  on 
leave  whose  ship  was  found  to  have  had  a  case  of  typhoid  among  its  crew. 


MBIAL  DISMSES_COmUNICimLE  .T0_M 
The  Veterinary  Offices  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & 

Food  and  the  County  Public  Health  Inspectors  frequently  provide  inf®rm- 
ation  of  diseases  occurring  in  animals  which  might  affect  human  beings. 

In  1969  there  were  no  fewer  than  32  notifications  of  Salmonella 
infection  in  cattle.  Upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  five  pereons  in 
contact  with  the  animal  disease  had  themselves  contracted  the  infection. 

Three  separate  cases  of  Anthrax  in  cattle  occurred  during  the  year  and 
were  dealt  with  by  the  Inspectors  of  Animal  Health  in  the  County.  All 
human  contacts  were  given  penicillen  as  a  precaution. 

There  were  two  outbreaks  of  Brucellosis  affecting  dairy  cattle  in  the 
area.  In  one  case  an  Order  was  imposed  under  the  Milk  &  Dairies  Regulations 
requiring  the  milk  to  be  heat  treated  before  being  sold  t®  the  public. 

Brucellosis  or  Undulant  Fever  is  not  a  common  disease  in  man,  but  it 
is  a  peculiarly  disabling  one  causing  prcionged  and  sometimes  serious 
ill  health.  Man  gets  the  disease  through  close  contact  with  an  infected 
animal  but  may  also  become  ill  through  drinking  rav/  milk,  i.e,  milk  which 
has  not  been  heat  treated,  from  an  infected  cow. 

About  3%  of  the  milk  produced  in  Britain  is  not  heat  treated  and  this 
represents  about  50  million  gallons  of  raw  milk  sold  in  a  year.  While  the 
drinking  of  raw  milk  is  the  commonest  source  of  infection  and  one  which 
should  be  stopped,  nevertheless  this  gives  rise  to  relatively  few  of  the 
cases  of  Brucellosis  which  occur,  i.e.  about  8^  in  adults,  l6^  in  children. 
The  people  who  are  most  at  risk  are  Veterinary  Surgeons,  farmers  and 
allied  workers  who  come  into  contact  with  the  infected  products  of  the 
uterus,  the  placenta  or  the  udder  of  the  affected  beast.  50^  «f  all  cases 
occur  in  farm  workers.

Each  of  the  Local  Authority  Clinics  is  open  at  set  times  for  the  sale 
of  these  foods.  Mothers  attending  the  clinics  are  informed  of  these  times 
and  of  any  local  variation  there  may  be. 


MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Under  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959  the  County  Council  provides 
Training  Centres  for  severely  sub-normal  children.  Part-time  classes  are 
held  in  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  at  Wem  and  Whitchurch  for  children  who 
are  unable  to  benefit  from  education  in  school. 
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HOME  HELP  SERVICE 


During  19^9  Home  Helps  employed  in  North  Shropshire  Rural  District 
continued  to  provide  an  invaluable  service,  enabling  patients  to  remain  at 
home  who  otherwise  might  have  required  a  hospital  bed;  by  helping  mothers 
during  their  confinement  and  by  caring  for  the  disabled,  and  aged  infirm. 

More  and  more  demands  are  made  on  this  service  by  the  elderly.  The  proportion 
of  persons  of  pensionable  age  in  the  population  is  over  14.3^  which  is  higher  than 
that  for  the  population  of  England  and  Wales  12,5%.  Serious  thought  must  be 
given  by  the  Authorities  to  the  need  for  providing  more  services  in  the  home. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Salop  County  Council,  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  \mder  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  make  provisions  for  securing  that  ambulances 
and  other  means  of  transport  are  available,  where  necessary,  for  the 
conveyance  of  persons  suffering  from  illness  or  mental  subnormality  and 
expectant  or  nursing  mothers  from  places  in  their  area  to  places  in  or 
outside  their  area. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMIvIUNISATION 

Vaccination  against  Whooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis,  Smallpox  and 
Tuberculosis,  as  well  as  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  were 
carried  out  by  G-eneral  Practitioners,  and  by  Clinic  Doctors  working  in  Local 
Health  Authority  Clinics  and  Schools  in  the  area. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reports  annually  on  the  number  of 
children  receiving  primary  and  booster  doses  of  antigens  and  vaccines. 

Children  receive  3  injections  of  a  Triple  Antigen  containing  Diphtheria, 
Tetanus  and  Pertussis,  and  3  doses  of  Oral  Polio  vaccine  at  intervals  during 
their  first  year.  This  is  followed  by  vaccination  against  Smallpox  during 
the  second  year  and  booster  immunisation  at  the  recommended  appropriate 
intervals  thereafter. 

Measles  vaccine  was  introduced  in  the  County  in  May  1968  in  anticipa¬ 
tion  of  the  large  biennial  epidemic  due  in  the  winter  months  I968/69,  and 
vaccination  has  continued  throughout  I969  with  satisfactory  results. 


VACCINATION  AGAINST  TUBERCULOSIS  -  B.C.G. 

School  children  in  the  age  group  12  to  14  years  are  offered 
vaccination  against  Tuberculosis.  B.C.G.  vaccine  is  given  to  those  who 
prove  negative  to  a  preliminary  skin  test  -  the  Mantoux  Test;  positive 
reactors  are  fully  investigated  by  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  or  by  the 
Chest  Physician  where  necessary. 
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YELLOW  FEVER 


During  the  year  i960,  the  County  Health  Department,  Shrewsbury,  became 
a  recognised  centre  for  the  administration  of  Yellow  ^'ever  vaccine.  Sessions 
are  normally  held  at  3*00  p.m.  on  the  first  and  third  Mondays  in  the  month, 
or  by  special  appointment  in  emergency.  A  charge  is  made  for  this  service. 
Telephone;  Shrewsbury  52211. 


PRE-EI^LOYMENT  MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS 
During  I969  ten  examinations  of  candidates  for  employment  by  the 
Council  were  carried  out.

SOCIAL  _PR0BLEI<IS 

A  survey  during  the  latter  part  of  1969,  which  continued  into  1970, 
was  undertaken  by  a  firm  of  Consultants,  into  Organisation  &  Management. 
This  has  resulted  in  the  re-organisation  of  the  Public  Health  &  Housing 
Departments  to  form  a  department  dealing  with  health  and  welfare.  Good 
housing  is  recognised  as  a  vital  Social  Service  and  is  an  important  factor 
in  the  health  of  the  community.  The  Public  Health  Department  has  long  been 
used  to  dealing  with  problems  of  environmental  health  and  now  that  Health 
and  Housing  form  one  department  we  are  confident  that  we  can  give  the 
public  an  even  better  service  in  helping  them  with  their  Medico-Social 
problems. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR 


ENDING  DECBilBER  Jlst  I969. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Environmental  Health  Services  of  the  North  Shropshire  Rural 
District  for  the  year  I969» 

The  long-awaited  sewering  of  the  Ash,  Fauls,  Higher  Heath, 
Frees  Heath  and  Tilstock  areas  has  made  good  progress  and  even¬ 
tually  a  great  numher  of  draina,ge  prohlems,  the  source  of 
headaches  in  the  past,  should  he  solved. 

Next  on  the  list  are  the  schemes  for  the  South-Western 
Parishes  and  the  Dudleston  Heath  area;  when  these  very  com¬ 
plicated  operations  have  been  completed,  the  hulk  of  the  villages 
will  have  adequate  drainage  systems. 

The  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  has  carried  out  most  of 
its  work  on  a  piped  supply  for  I,TiixaIl5  which  was  urgently 
needed. 

During  the  year  the  Model  Byelaws  for  Swimming  Baths 
were  adopted  hy  the  Council  and  improved  sterilisation  plants 
were  installed  at  the  swimming  pools  used  hy  the  public.  As 
a  result,  the  water  samples  taken  were  of  a  much  higher  stan¬ 
dard. 


An  ominous  feature  of  19^9  was  the  increase  in  complaints 
of  nuisance  made  hy  persons  lilting  near  intensive  poultry  and 
pig  farms.  More  of  these  units  are  coming  into  use  and  the 
smells  which  periodically  arise  are  difficult  to  control. 

Two  prosecutions  were  taken  during  the  year  for  selling 
milk  in  dirty  bottles.  In  each  case  the  bottle  had  been  mis¬ 
used  by  a  member  of  the  public  and  was  almost  impossible  to 
clean.  It  is  a  pity  that  the  disposable  carton  cannot  be 
generally  introduced. 

Housing  Act  work  has  gone  steadily  on;  the  problem  of  re¬ 
housing  the  single  person  living  in  sub-standard  accommodation 
is  a  major  one,  and  one  or  tTi/o-bedroomed  flats  or  bungalows 
should  be  built  for  this  purpose  in  all  the  larger  villages. 

Tn  f'-onclueion  I  should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to 
the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during 
the  year,  and  to  the  Health  Department  Staff  for  their  con¬ 
scientious  work.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  10,008  houses  and 
flats  in  the  North  Shropshire  Rural  District |  of  these 
some  2,400  are  supplied  with  water  from  bores  or  shallow 
wells.  Fifty-one  samples  were  taken  from  wells  during 
the  year  and  only  I3  of  these  proved  to  be  bacteriologi- 
cally  satisfactory.  The  situation  is  however  gradually 
improving;  the  East  Shropshire  Y/ater  Board's  scheme  for 
Whixall,  pushed  forward  energetically  during  the  year, 
v/ill  bring  mains  water  to  areas  urgently  in  need.  A 
limited  scheme  for  the  village  of  V/eston-under-Redcastle 
was  under  way  late  in  1969* 

The  rest  of  the  district  is  supplied  with  mains 
v/ater  from  public  or  private  sources.  All  samples  taken 
during  19^9  proved  to  be  satisfactory.

The  open-air  swimming  pools  at  Frees  Heath  and 
Y/eston-under-Redcastle,  which  are  privately  owned,  are 
available  to  the  public  during  the  summer  months. 

Samples  have  been  taken  from  them  and  from  the 
swimming  pools  at  Acton  Reynold,  Y/em  Grammar  and  Pet  ton 
Schools .

The  Oxigest  Stabilization  Plant  at  Whitchurch,  the 
first  of  its  type  to  be  constructed  by  a  Local  Authority 
in  this  country,  is  functioning  satisfactorily, 

Ellesmere  and  Yfem  are  adequately  sewered,  but  the 
latter  tovai  has  no  mains  drainage  in  the  Soulton  Road  - 
Church  Lane  area.  Further  development  in  Wem  will  probably 
depend  on  improvements  being  made  to  the  sewage  works. 

The  Ash,  Tilstock,  Frees  Heath,  Higher  Heath  and  Pauls 
sewerage  scheme  is  progressing  satisfactorily,  and  the 
Ministry  Enquiry  into  the  proposed  Shawbury  No,  2  Scheme 
v;as  held  in  December, 

Work  continues  on  the  preparation  of  a  scheme  for 
the  sewering  of  the  s out h~vire stern  parishes,  and  the  sewage 
disposal  arrangements  at  I'lyddle  and  Lyneal  are  to  be  improved. 
Two  himdred  and  thirty-foTor  (234)  sewage  effluent  samples 
were  analysed  by  the  Chemist  to  the  Joint  Committee  during 
1969*  Of  these  one  hundred  and  nine  (109)  were  satisfactory 
and  one  hundred  and  tv/enty  five  (125)  were  unsatisfactoiy . 

Most  of  the  latter  category  were  the  result  of  repeated 
sampling  from  unsatisfactory  works.  In  addition  some  two- 
hundred  (200)  samples  were  taken  of  sludge  and  sev/age  at 
various  stages  of  purification. 


HOUSING

MISMCES 

Seven  hundred  and  ninety  one  (79l)  visits  were  made  by . - 
members  of  the  staff  to  nuisances  caused  by  faulty  drainage, 
housing  defects,  the  spraying  of  hen  and  pig  manure  and  noise. 
Seventy-eight  (78)  informal  notices  were  sent  to  the  persons 
responsible. 

Seven  (7)  Statutory  Notices  were  served. 

Many  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  smells 
arising  from  intensive  farming  methods. 


ItJFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Forty-nine  (49)  infectious  diseases  (excepting 
measles  and  whooping  cough)  were  reported  in  19^9  and  one 
hundred  and  eighty  one  (l8l)  visits  were  made  in  connection 
with  them. 

There  v/ere  also  a  large  number  of  notifications  of 
Salmonella  in  bovines,  v/hich  necessitated  the  taking  of 
samples  of  faeces  from  the  persons  involved  in  handling  the 
animals  concerned.  A  total  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  three 
(125)  samples  of  faeces  were  collected  and  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  examination. 


FOOL  POISONING 

Five  cases  of  food  poisoning  caused  by  the  Salmonella 
Typhimurium  organism  were  notified  during  I969.  All  the 
patients  recovered  within  a  fe?;  weeks. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT  1951 

There  were  three  licensed  Pet  Shops  in  the  area  at  the 
year's  end.  Three  visits  v/ere  made  and  the  premises  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory  on  each  occasion.

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FOOD  SAMPLING  (Cont.) 

The  part  bread  roll  was  found  to  contain  foreign  matter 
consisting  of  uncooked  dough.  The  bakers  concerned  were  in¬ 
formed  and  no  further  action  v/as  taken, 

"Sylvasum”  tablets.  It  ¥;as  reported  that  the  recommended 
dose  of  Vitamin  A  exceeded  the  maximum  B.P.G.  dose  for  Vita¬ 
min  A  per  day.  The  Committee  on  Safety  of  Drugs  was  consulted 
and  reiDorted  that  accoiint  had  been  taken  of  the  purpose  of  this 
product  and  restrictions  placed  upon  the  total  amount  of  Vita¬ 
min  A  per  administration  as  a  course  of  treatment.  No  f\irther 
action  was  taken  in  this  matter, - 

The  sweet  candy  ices  were  found  to  contain  non-permitted 
coloinrs.  They  were  part  of  a  small  consignment  made  in 
Holland  and  intended  for  sale  only  in  that  country  and  they 
complied  v/ith  the  Dutch  colour  regulations. 

The  firm  concerned  were  warned |  only  a  very  small 
quantity  of  this  product  had  been  imported. 

The  raspberries  in  syrup  were  found  to  contain  numerous 
dead  insect  larvae  of  the  order  of  Coleoptera  (beetles). 

Legal  proceedings  have  been  instituted  against  the  canners 
concerned. 

The  remainder  of  the  aforementioned  samples  were 
satisfactory. 

Other  cases 

A  sample  of  "Tom  Piper"  meat  and  vegetables  v;as  found 
to  contain  mould.  The  importers  were  protected  by  overseas 
Y/arranty  and  on  receiving  assurance  that  they  would  take  up 
the  matter  with  the  canners,  no  further  action  v/as  taken. 

The  importers  wrote  to  the  complainant  to  apologise. 

A  loaf  of  bread  was  found  to  contain  part  of  a  dead 
mouse.  Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  Frank 
Roberts  and  Sons  Limited,  of  Horthwich,  who  v/ere  fined  £15 
and  ordered  to  pay  costs  of  £5  5s.  Od,
